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Council did not follow policy 
in granting Hub extra funds 
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LYME Regis Town Council was “not follow¬ 
ing correct procedure” in granting The Hub 
youth club an additional £10,000 without a 
formal agreement, according to leading coun¬ 
cillor Mark Gage, who said he would “take 
ultimate responsibility” for the mistake. 

The town council entered into a three-year Service 
Level Agreement (SLA) with The Hub, owned by 
Lyme Regis Development Trust, to give the facility 
£10,000 a year, which was due to expire in March 
2013. However, a fourth payment of £10,000 was in¬ 
cluded in the current financial year’s budget with no 
one picking up on the fact that the agreement had ex¬ 
pired until recently. 

It was revealed at last week’s meeting that £5,000 
of this had already been paid but the council will now 
consider claiming it back at a meeting next month to 
fall in line with policy. 

Councillor Gage, chairman of the council’s influen¬ 
tial Strategy & Policy Committee which sets the 
budget, argued against the way in which the matter 
had been reported in the local press over the past two 
weeks, saying it was not a “payment made in error”, 
as stated in the View From Lyme Regis. 

However, he went on to say that the mistake was 
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caused by a “drafting 
error” in the SLA and the 
council had not followed 
correct procedure in 
granting the additional 
payment. 

In a statement at last 
week’s meeting, Council¬ 
lor Gage said: “One of 
my concerns is the way 
this item has been re¬ 
ported and some of the 
more florid [sic] head¬ 
lines and phrases which 
have been used. When re¬ 
ported last week, at no 
point was I asked to com¬ 
ment or clarify the state¬ 
ments made within the report. 

“It’s at this point that we’re starting to get into se¬ 
mantics. What I had a problem with was statements 
like ‘payment made in error’; it made it sound like the 
payment had been dealt with in an inappropriate man¬ 
ner. 

“What has transpired, and as we reported in the 
budget strategy [at the last Strategy & Policy meeting 
earlier this month], is that the SLA with The Hub, as 
drafted, had in fact concluded. I had been asked this 
as a direct question on a number of occasions in the 
past, whether it was still in force, and on each occa¬ 
sion I answered in good faith that it was still in place. 

“A distinct item put in our budget planning process 
highlighted a £10,000 payment to The Hub on the two 
occasions when it was debated. But what is clear, as I 
have looked into this more, that as the SLA was not 
in force - and I’m still confirming this but I’m pretty 
certain at this point - that we have not, in awarding 
that payment to The Hub, followed the correct process 
and correct procedures that we need to follow as a 
town council when we award money to outside bod¬ 
ies.

“What we’ve had is a drafting error in the SLA, 
which meant it ceased before it was intended to and, 
as such, I believe that we did not follow the correct 
process when we made that payment. As chairman of 
Strategy & Policy I’m more than happy to put my 
hands up and take ultimate responsibility for that. 

“We obviously need to resolve this situation and we 
will be bringing a full report to the next Strategy & 
Policy suggesting how we move forward on this and 
what we need to do to make sure any payments we 
have made and any payments we wish to continue to 
make are made through the correct processes and pro¬ 
cedures. 

“As I say, I take responsibility; it’s unfortunate and 
I apologise for the disruption this will have caused 
the council and, much more importantly, to the The 
Hub and the many young people of the town who use 
what is an excellent and growing facility.” 

Councillor Anita Williams commented: “I echo 
Councillor Gage’s view; I think it would be unfortu¬ 
nate to continue the payment, we could get in all sorts 
of issues so I think it’s right to bring the payment back 
but we should consider a grant application from The 
Hub as soon as we can.” 

She added that she would not like to see any “blur¬ 
ring” between what is in the budget and what has 
been approved by the council, explaining that money 
set aside in the budget was for things the council “in¬ 
tends to do or may do” but did not necessarily mean 
they had been approved by the council. 

Councillor Lovell said he believed the payment was 
“ultra vires” and asked why Councillor Gage had not 
brought the fact that the SLA had expired to the coun¬ 
cil as soon as he found out, adding it was an “incor¬ 
rect” way to deal with it. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said it was “a 
very recent realisation” made during research for the 
budget setting process for the upcoming financial 
year. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued that she had ques¬ 
tioned the grant to The Hub last year and was told that 
the SLA had another year to run. She showed mem¬ 
bers The Hub’s business plan which stated when the 
agreement expired, adding: “There must be one of

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Councillors rescind controversial new bylaws 

EIGHT MEMBERS SIGN RESCINDING MOTION AFTER CYCLING AND SKATEBOARDING RULES CAUSE UPROAR 


A MOTION to rescind the decision to allow 
cycling and skateboarding on Marine Pa¬ 
rade and in the cemetery has been passed 
by Lyme Regis Town Council. 

Proposed and seconded by veteran councillors 
Owen Lovell and Stan Williams, the rescinding mo¬ 
tion was signed by a total of eight members and put 
forward at last week’s meeting. 

The council caused uproar in the town when they 
passed new bylaws which did not ban cycling and 
skateboarding on Marine Parade and in the cemetery, 
among other areas. They received a barrage of crit¬ 
icism on social networking sites, eventually resulting 
in a sign accusing councillors of “crimes against 
Lyme Regis” being posted on the railings at Cobb 
Gate. 

Chairman of the council’s Strategy & Policy Com¬ 
mittee, Councillor Mark Gage, later released a state¬ 
ment to the press saying it was never the council’s 
intention to allow skateboarding and cycling in these 
areas, as the cemetery was already covered by the 
Local Authorities’ Cemetery Order of 1977 and the 
Marine Parade by a traffic regulation order which 
would overrule any bylaws. He explained that the 
council had grouped together several of its public 
spaces to keep the bylaws as simple as possible. 

However, opposing councillors still went ahead 
with their rescinding motion last week, signed by 
Councillors Williams and Lovell, the Mayor Sally 
Holman, Deputy Mayor Anita Williams, Michaela 
Ellis, Ann Bradbury, George Symonds and Cheryl 
Reynolds. Councillor Lorna Jenkin also voted in 
favour of rescinding the decision, although she had 
not signed the motion. 

It is now expected that the bylaws will be brought 
back to the next full council meeting in December 
for further discussion. 

Councillors not in favour of rescinding the deci¬ 
sion - Councillors Gage, Chris Clipson, Terry O’¬ 
Grady, Lucy Campbell and Rikey Austin - were 
concerned that those who had signed the motion had 
leaked their intentions to the local press before in¬ 
forming the town clerk and other councillors. 

Councillor O’Grady said the town clerk received 
the rescinding motion on October 20th but View 
From editor Philip Evans had tweeted about it the 
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day before. 

“Is there any reason he gets prior knowledge of this 
before we do? I think it’s pretty disgraceful,” he said. 

The mayor said she did not know. 

Poking fun at a nickname given to Councillor O’- 
Grady and his fellow members who often vote to¬ 
gether - the “gang of five” - he continued: “It 
sounds to me like a secret meeting with the ‘gang of 
eight’ and a news reporter covering that meeting.” 

Councillor Ellis replied: “Are we being accused of 
something that didn’t happen?” 

Councillor O’Grady: “Not at all.” 

Ellis: “I don’t know how the news editor knew 
about it. Perhaps Councillor Lovell delivered a letter 
to the news editor and the town clerk at the same 
time.” 

O’Grady: “How convenient.” 

The mayor asked Councillor O’Grady not to make 
such comments. 

Should have been expected 

Councillor Lovell said: “We have had a pretty de¬ 
cent meeting up until now and now we’re getting a 
little bit of innuendo which I resent very much. 
There’s a notice of rescission here after the decision 
was forced through because we were short of three 
or four councillors. The rescinding motion should 
have been expected, even forseen, and all I’m doing 
at the moment is moving it and ask that councillors 
vote on it.” 

Councillor Gage commented: “We talked about a 
lot about communication and courtesy earlier on, I 
share Councillor O’Grady’s concerns. Anything 
that’s dealt with in this chamber is dealt with on 
numbers, no chairmen have delegated powers, any¬ 
thing that any group votes on can be overturned on 
a later date by a rescinding motion by a larger group, 
that’s the reality of our standing orders. 

“But there is a little thing of common courtesy here 
that it was quite clear the editor of the local paper 
had knowledge of this prior to any of the councillors 
other than those who signed the motion, and I don’t 
think that in itself is very courteous.” 
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Councillor Anita 
Williams said she sus¬ 
pected she was responsi¬ 
ble for informing the 
press as she had posted a 
comment on Facebook 
saying she expected that 
a rescinding motion 
would be made follow¬ 
ing the “huge, huge 
amount of controversy”. 

“It’s a pointless discus¬ 
sion frankly,” she contin¬ 
ued. 

Referring to Councillor 
Gage’s statement to the 
press, she added: “If we’re talking about communi¬ 
cation, I don’t expect to read a statement from a 
chairman of one of our committees only in the press. 
We didn’t have any sight of that, that wasn’t sent to 
us. 

“I suggest we deal with this as it is and move on, I 
don’t see any sense in throwing allegations around.” 

Councillor Stan Williams then tried to speak while 
the mayor was consulting with council officers. 

“I have had my hand up for a very long time,” he 
interjected. 

The mayor replied: “I’m sorry Councillor 
Willi ams but there’s a lot going on here; you are not 
being neglected, you are actually slowing things 
down.” 

Councillor Reynolds argued that the mayor’s com¬ 
ments were “uncalled for” but was stopped from 
continuing by Councillor Holman. 


Councillor Stan Williams commented: “It does 
concern me that we are being accused of some¬ 
thing...” 

Councillor Holman: “No, let’s not get into this.” 

Councillor Willi ams: “I’m entitled to answer. The 
point is we were accused of something. I had numer¬ 
ous phone calls after the vote on bylaws by people 
saying ‘what a disaster, what are you going to do 
about it?’ and I said ‘don’t worry, I will be putting 
in a rescinding motion’, which may have been fol¬ 
lowed up by the press. 

“I hate all this secrecy. I’m always straight down 
the line, anyone is entitled to phone me to ask a 
question and I will give a direct answer. What’s 
wrong with telling somebody you’re preparing a re¬ 
scinding motion? The town is in absolute uproar 
about this.” 

Councillor Lovell then explained “for clarity” that 
he originally spoke to the town clerk about the re¬ 
scinding motion on Friday, October 17th and asked 
that it be kept confidential. He then went to the eight 
councillors, finishing on the Sunday and handing in 
the motion to the town clerk on the Monday. 

“I don’t know who told the press, I don’t really 
care,” he added. 

Councillors then voted to pass the rescinding mo¬ 
tion.

these in the council offices.” 

“How many other things are being paid, which 
shouldn’t be paid?” she continued. 

“I’m really concerned because, as councillors, we 
are ultimately all responsible for public money.” 

Councillor George Symonds said: “I think we can 
all agree this hasn’t been ideal and I think good gov¬ 
ernance is paramount to this local authority. How do 
we move forward? Do we ask The Hub to pay it back? 
Do they still have the money? If they can pay it back 
we could potentially then give it back to them.” 

Councillor Gage said that all these issues and po¬ 
tential options would be included in the report at the 
next Strategy & Policy Committee meeting. 

Councillor Williams commented: “In my view the 
payment is ultra vires because it was made without 
authority and that makes it void. I don’t think we have 


any choice but to reclaim the money; it can’t be reme¬ 
died by being voted on in a later date. 

“As unfortunate as it is, I don’t think we have any 
choice but to call it back which is why we need to get 
a grant application in as soon as possible.” 

Councillor Gage replied: “I’m grateful to Councillor 
Williams and I believe she is probably right, I’m not 
certain which is why I’ve not specifically stated that, 
but what we will make sure is that the correct infor¬ 
mation is presented to members at the next Strategy 
& Policy meeting and we can resolve the matter in a 
way that members see fit.”

Seal pup found on beach 

A SEAL pup is being nursed back to health 
after being abandoned on Abbotsbury 
beach.

Visitors to the website 
can browse renowned 
seafarer and craftsman 
Roy's portfolio of work 
and buy his wood carv¬ 
ings online. 

Roy began his mar¬ 
itime career as an ap¬ 
prentice boat-builder in 1946 before enlisting in 
the Royal Marines where he was responsible for 
landing craft operations before becoming senior 
instructor of seamanship. He returned to Lyme 
Regis and managed the family fishing business for 
several years until he finally reopened the toolbox 
to build clinker dinghies and working boats for 
local people. 

Now in his 80s, Roy has turned his many creative 
talents into producing desirable wooden carvings 
and sculptures. He takes his inspiration from his 
love of all things coastal and balances his under¬ 
standing of the properties of wood with an appre¬ 
ciation of flowing lines and form. 

Roy has developed his own style and, although 
he feels details are important, he believes it is es¬ 
sential for the warmth and beauty of the wood to 
be seen. 

His passion for wood and the beauty he sees in 
his subjects enables him to dedicate the countless 
hours necessary to create each piece. Roy takes im¬ 


mense pride in his work, from the initial phase 
where he visualises his subject from off cuts of 
wood or driftwood collected from the beach at 
Lyme Regis, through the shaping and texturing 
process to the finished carving. 

Roy's subjects often come from the animal king¬ 
dom where he favours birds and sea life, hoping 
to capture the spirit and essence of the creature in 
his carved creation. 

Roy is passionate about keeping traditional 
woodworking alive and vibrant in the 21 st century. 

He said:"By showcasing my skills and carvings on 
the internet, I'm aiming to reach a wider audience, 
hopefully inspiring others to take on the trade." 

Roy is a visiting instructor and mentor at Lyme 
Regis Boat Building Academy and the National 
Maritime Museum in Cornwall, where he passes on 
his extensive skills and knowledge to a new gen¬ 
eration, preserving the art of traditional boat 
building for generations to come. 


Plans for new gym get green light 


PLANS for a new fitness centre in Uplyme Road, 
Lyme Regis, have been given the go ahead by the 
district council. 

The district approved an application to change the 
use of Unit 2 St George’s House, previously occu¬ 
pied by printing company Creative Solutions, to be 
used as a fitness centre. 

Lyme Regis Town Council also raised no formal 
objections to the plans but were concerned over 
parking provision for the new fitness centre. 

The application stated that parking for nine vehi¬ 
cles would be provided on the site and, as the facil¬ 
ity would mainly be used out of normal working 
hours, the applicant expected there to be “ample 
parking” available elsewhere on the site of St 
George’s House and on Uplyme Road. 

The governors of the Woodroffe School, based op¬ 
posite the site, raised strong objections to the plans 
on the grounds of road safety. 

They wrote: “We have serious concerns regarding 
the road safety of our students and others if this ap¬ 
plication is approved. Uplyme Road is a very busy 
road which frequently gets congested, especially at 
the end of the school day when over 1,000 students 
and staff leave to go home. We understand there is

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limited parking at the rear of the building and there 
is certainly very little parking available on the road. 
We are concerned that visitors to the proposed fit¬ 
ness centre may park illegally which could compro¬ 
mise the safety of our students and which would 
certainly add to the congestion in this already busy 
area.” 

They added that the school’s own fitness facilities 
were open for community use out of school hours. 

■ PLANS to change the Terrace shop and cafe into 
a restaurant has been met with mixed reactions by 
the public. 

The application, which if approved would see the 
shop on Bridge Street converted into the French 
Lieutenant’s Bistro, has received 13 responses from 
the public, several from nearby business owners, 
both objecting to and supporting the proposals. 

Concerns include the disruption a restaurant would 
cause to neighbouring residents and the possibility 
of deliveries adding to traffic congestion in the area.

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Sir George drops into St Michael's

SIR George Somers, former Mayor of 
Lyme Regis who went on to be the 
first to colonise Bermuda, dropped 
into St Michael's Primary School this 
week to tell pupils his life story. 

Played by Lyme's town crier Alan 
Vian, Sir George arrived in Elizabethan 
dress and told the children about his 
voyage from England to the new 
colony of Jamestown, Virginia, as ad¬ 
miral of the Virgina Company in 1609. 

During the voyage, Sir George's ship 
the Sea Venture, hit a ferocious storm 
but the experienced seafarer managed 
to steer the boat onto the shores of 
Bermuda. 

The islands had previously been dis¬ 
covered by the Spanish but no one 
had ever settled there, superstitiously 
believing it to be the "Isle of Devils". 

Sir George claimed the islands for the 
King and Bermuda is now the oldest 
remaining Overseas British Territory. 

Within a year he and his crew had 


built two new ships, the Deliverance 
and the Patience, and they were able to 
continue their journey to Jamestown, 
where the new colony had been all but 
wiped out through starvation. 

On returning to Bermuda to collect 
more supplies, Sir George died of food 
poisoning. His heart was buried on the 
island and his body bought back to the 
Cobb and later buried in Whitchurch 
Canonicorum, near Charmouth. 

Lyme Regis and St George's in 
Bermuda have been twinned since the 
1990s and the talk at the school was 
part of a project being led by the twin¬ 
ning association to encourage more 
young people to take an interest in the 
historical links between the two com¬ 
munities. 

The children at St Michael's have al¬ 
ready exchanged letters with children 
from St George's and now plan to send 
them a Christmas present.

Council must be'truly transparent' 


TOWN councillors should be “truly transparent” with 
their colleagues from the district and county authorities, 
one member has said. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds argued that district and 
county councillors representing Lyme Regis should be 
included in all correspondence between the three author¬ 
ities and should be aware of everything going on at town 
council level. 

Councillor Reynolds made her argument following 
discussions on a change to the council’s standing orders. 

District and county councillor Daryl Turner, Council¬ 
lor Reynolds’ brother, pointed out several weeks ago that 
he had not been receiving agendas for town council 
meetings, and that the council had dropped its former 
standing order that district and county councillors should 
be copied in in all correspondence between the authori¬ 
ties. 

Councillors agreed that district and county councillors 
should receive agendas, but instead of reinstating the 
rule about correspondence they agreed to invite their 
colleagues to regular meetings, as they thought commer¬ 
cially sensitive issues should not always be shared be¬ 
tween authorities. 

Speaking at last week’s meeting, Councillor Turner 
said he thought he should have been consulted about 
possible meetings before councillors decided on it, and 
added that both the county and district had reviewed of¬ 
ficer/member protocol to ensure all correspondence be¬ 
tween authorities was copied to members. 

“It seems sensible to continue what has been in place 
and working well for many years,” he continued. 

Controlled explosion 
on Church Cliff Beach 

BOMB disposal experts from the Royal Navy were 
called to Lyme Regis on Saturday afternoon after 
a suspicious item was found on the beach. 

A member of the public reported the item, 
which was later found to be a phosphorous flare, 
on Church Cliff Beach to the police at 12.16pm. 

The area was cordoned off while the bomb dis¬ 
posal team carried out a controlled explosion, 
which could be heard around the town. There 
were no injuries and the cordon was lifted at 
4.30pm. 
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Councillor Reynolds said the argument that some 
things should be kept from district and county council¬ 
lors “falls completely on its backside” while district 
councillor George Symonds was also sitting on the town 
council. 

“This cannot be used as a fair argument, nothing can 
or should be kept private from our elected members,” 
she added. 

“Let’s show everyone we have nothing to hide and 
everything to gain by being tmly transparent with all our 
elected members.” 

Councillors agreed to go ahead with their decision to 
invite district and county representatives to regular meet¬ 
ings.

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Contrasting techniques in double 
demonstration for local art society 


Photos reveal history of Exmouth Docks 


MEMBERS of Lyme Bay Photographic Club enjoyed 
an illustrated talk on the history of the Exmouth 
Docks by fellow member Alan Humphries. 

Not only had Alan been employed at the docks for 
30 years as a broker, but he now lived in Exmouth 
so is very familiar with the area. He obviously loved 
his work there and this was certainly impressed on 
the audience. 

Alan illustrated his talk with blackand white slides 
which he had taken over the years. Many were taken 
from above, as he was able to get to the top of the 
grain silos to witness the loading and unloading. 

There were ships coming and going from all over 
the world and Alan was still in touch with many of 
their crews. The cargos were various and mainly re¬ 
lated to the agricultural industry. Members said it 
was amazing to see what was achieved in such a 
confined space. 

Of course, the day came when it all had to cease 
and Alan's slide show reverted to colour to see what 
the port looked like today.The ferry to Starcross still 
runs today from the same quay.

Town Mill hosting two varied art exhibitions 


THIS month saw two excellent demon¬ 
strations given to Lyme Regis Art So¬ 
ciety. 

On November 11th John Hoar, a 
well-known watercolour artist, pro¬ 
duced an evocative roadside scene 
after heavy rain. Beautiful washes 
loosely layered across the paper threw 
highlights into strong relief whilst stip¬ 
pled bands of colour formed with a 
drier brush added texture to the rain- 
drenched verges. 

As a complete contrast, the following 
week brought Michael Lawes from 
North Devon to demonstrate his metic¬ 
ulous style of pastel work. 

Using a variety of pastels, from the 
soft Unison brand for wide areas to the 
harder Conte sticks for drawing in de¬ 
tail, Michael usually pastels over a 
water-coloured picture but for his 
demonstration worked straight onto 
steel blue Canson pastel paper. 

He does a drawing on different paper, 
working at it until the structure is cor¬ 
rect before transferring it onto the pas¬ 
tel paper using Trace Down carbon 
paper. The advantage is that the origi¬ 
nal drawing remains should he want to 
start again. This method gives him 
structure but it is his skill with pastels 
that creates the atmosphere. 

Starting a picture of Appledore 
Quays, Michael laid in a blue-violet 
sky with a Unison pastel before pick¬ 
ing out the houses in detail with a 
white Conte pencil, replacing greys 
with dark blues and violets in shadowy 
areas. Each area had three tones for 
highlights, middle ground and shadows 
and each used pastel stick went onto a 


tin tray to prevent muddles. 

Horizontal streaks of blue covered 
the water area before soft white house 
reflections added depth to the scene. As 
final touches, boats were added along 
the quay wall with three moored in the 
harbour, their sides and sterns catching 
the sunlight. 

Michael used Schmincke white pas¬ 
tel as it is brighter than other makes al¬ 
though as a final touch he use a Conte 
stick to draw, freehand, the thin vertical 
masts of the moored boats. The end re¬ 
sult was a really beautiful depiction of 
the harbour. 

The group’s demonstrations are held 
on alternate Tuesday afternoons in the 
Woodmead Halls from 2om to 4pm 
with four workshops a year at Lyme 
Regis Football Club. 

The next meeting will be the annual 
general meeting on December 2nd 
when Linda White will give an illus¬ 
trated talk on artist Samuel Parker.

DORCHESTER Community Choir and 
friends will be performing a special 
fundraising concert this Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 29th.

WESTGALLERY 
MUSIC CONCERTS 

WEST Gallery Music is the name describing 
the harmony songs that used to be sung in 
English country churches from the 18th cen¬ 
tury onwards, usually accompanied by a 
band of musicians playing fiddle, serpent, 
trombone etc. The musicians and singers 
from the village would sit in what was 
known as the West Gallery in the 
church. The music was vibrant, full of life 
and is accessible today (as it was in its day) 
to all singers and instrumentalists, from am¬ 
ateur to professional. A number of rural 
churches in the South Dorset Ridgeway area 
have retained their West Galleries, and, as 
part of the Heritage lottery Funded South 
Dorset ridgeway Landscape Partnership 
projects, this style of music is being recre¬ 
ated by Artsreach with the help of a choir of 
local singers and musicians, led by folk mu¬ 
sicians Tim Laycockand Phil Humphries. 

The Ridgeway Singers and Band have 
explored carols from the Puddletown and 
Pulham manuscripts, and rehearsed two 
newly composed carols inspired by the 
South Dorset Ridgeway, and will present 
them as part of a special programme in two 
concert this winter at St Mary's, Puddletown 
on Sunday, November 30th, and St 
Swithun's, North Allington on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 14th. Both performances are at 
3.30pm. 
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ICE AGE ART 

British Museum Curator to give 
talk at Dorset County Museum 

IN 2013 the British Museum staged a unique exhibition of Ice Age Art, created 
between 40,000 and 10,000 years ago. It presented masterpieces of sculpture, 
ceramics, drawing and personal ornaments from all over Europe.These striking 
objects are now the subject of a fascinating talk at Dorset County Museum by 
the exhibition's curator, Jill Cook 

Jill is a Senior Curator and Deputy Keeper of the Department of Prehistory & 
Europe at The British Museum. She is an archaeologist whose interest in archae¬ 
ology began in Dorset as a teenager when she volunteered on Roman villa ex¬ 
cavations at Dewlish. At university the subject of her dissertation was Edward 
Cunnington and his excavations of Dorset barrows. Since then, she has special¬ 
ized in the deeper history of much earlier periods, investigating the archaeology 
of human evolution, as well as the history of archaeology. 

During her talk on Ice Age art at Dorset County Museum on 5 December, Jill 
Cook will show some of the master¬ 
pieces from the exhibition such as the 
British Museum's mammoth ivory 
sculpture of a pair of swimming rein¬ 
deer, plus the oldest known sculptures, 
drawings and musical instruments 
from Europe. Far from being simple ob¬ 
jects from a remote time, Jill will ex¬ 
plain how these works of art are 
important clues about the evolution of 
our brains and the development of 
modern human societies. 

The talk will start at 7.30pm and entry 
is free.The doors will open at 7pm and 
all donations to cover costs will be wel¬ 
come.

Talbot recovers to clinch late win 


PREVIOUS double winner Dudley 
Sterry, having failed to secure a hat- 
trick of victories last year in his super¬ 
charged MG J2, returned to the 
Southern Counties Hardy Classic Trial 
last weekend looking to achieve that 
elusive victory. 

But he was again denied the premier 
award when the conditions proved too 
much of a challenge for the venerable 
partnership. 

A maximum 12-point penalty on the 
third test means the elusive triple will 
have to wait for another year. 

Heavy rainfall during the week pre¬ 
ceding the national championship 
qualifier gave the event a completely 
different character to that of 12 months 
ago when conditions were consider¬ 
ably drier. 

Undeterred, the entry of over 80 mo¬ 
torcycles and cars departed the South¬ 
ern Counties Shooting Lodge start with 
the challenge of 13 testing sections 
utilising old roads and farm tracks all 
with a steep gradient. 

The object of this sporting exercise, 


being the further up the section and/or 
gradient the car goes the less penalties 
accrued. If you reach the top then no 
penalties apply and the score is'O'or a 
'clean'as it is referred to in trialling. 

The first test, near Minterne Magna, 
allowed competitors to become accus¬ 
tomed to the conditions under wheel, 
with all but one of the motorcycles 
going clear and just two of the four 
wheel contingent accruing penalties. 

The first of two sections north of 
Maiden Newton started to test all cat¬ 
egories, with only five of the car classes 
netting zero penalties. 

Steady rainfall then made the condi¬ 
tions even more demanding which was 
illustrated when last year's winner, Carl 
Talbot dropped 10 penalty points on 
the fourth test of the day which was sit¬ 
uated just off of the A37 Dorchester to 
Yeovil road. 

Having given the initiative to Ian 
Davis in hisVW Buggy the Morris Trial- 
master pilot kept his focus and was 
back in contention by the time the 
event approached Bridport and 


Beaminster where Davis picked up a 
total of nine penalties on two tests, 
leaving his advantage as a tenuous sin¬ 
gle point. 

Both Talbot and Davis went clean at 
Meerhay, north of Beaminster, leaving 
the outcome open as they headed to 
the Mike's Mess test. Here the outcome 
of the event was determined. 

Davis received nine penalties but so 
did all of his rivals in the'specials'class 
with the exception of Talbot who 
cleared the section without penalty 
and took his second win on the Wool- 
bridge Motor Club organised event. 

The Class "O" category for more stan¬ 
dard machines saw a steady perform¬ 
ance by Weymouth Leige Sport driver 
Phil Hyde take him to the head of the 
division, but his performance was such 
that he won the Best Woolbridge 
Motor Club member award and was 
therefore taken out of the class order. 

This left an epic battle for the class 
win raging right until the end between 
the Suzuki x90 of Paul Brooks and John 
Tite from Lyons Gate. 


The Ford Jago driver progressively 
built an advantage on the early sec¬ 
tions but dropped five points at Meer¬ 
hay and lost a further three to his 
opponent on the penultimate section 
of the event to leave the scores level. 

The class honours went to the Jago 
man by virtue of his faster performance 
on a timed test, the results of which 
were employed to determine a winner 
in such circumstances. 

As in 2013 the motorcycle class B2 
catered for solo motorcycles between 
225cc and 450cc and again it provided 
the overall winner of the motorcycle 
event in the form of Gas Pampera rider 
Geoff Walker who, as he did last year, 
took his 237cc machine around the 
course without penalty.
